vator of friendships. He never married, |
and his will, which was published this
week, carries out the general ideas of |
hin ecaroer.  His estate amounted to|
£7 500,000, which wus not much for a
Rothsclild, but he had given away mon
ey freely in his lifetime.

This amount, with the exdeption of |
small bequests Lo nephews his
personal friends. The main part is left
to Lord and Lady Carnarvon, who were
pesociated with him in his art hobbies,

And then it is much too late to do
anything to remedy irregularities
and imperfections except to turn
the garment over to the presser,who
with pincers, heavy machine flat
iron, and ingenuity, pulls, shrinks,
stretches, and ‘‘ coaxes” the gar-
ment into temporary shape.
